He carried on a 
poultry farm just outside of the little 
city. Lately he has been greatly de­ 
pressed. The other morning he arose,

W inchester shotgun, loaded it, w'ent 
to the barn and resting it against his 
breast reached down and pulled the 
trigger with his finger. The discharge 
blew the top of his head off so that 
death was instantaneous.

The suspicion 
was 
arounsed that 
Jacob Funk had been murdered, and 
the question of finding the murderer 
came up. Suspicion pointed to Ridge, 
the partner, and Sheriff Shackelford, 
of Atchison county, went to Kansas 
Gity and placed 
him 
under arrest. 
The warrant was 
issued 
by Justice 
Proud, of the township in which the 
skeleton was found, 
but Ridge’s at­ 
torney took a change of venue, and 
the case was sent to Fairfax . 
Here 
Dec. 26. 1905, the preliminary ex ami­ 
nation was heard before Justice Blev­ 
ins and Justice Wilson. 
More than 
six ty witnesses had been summoned, 
but only thirteen were ex amined. 
. Ridge proved that he had spent 
the night previous 
to Punk’s disan- 
pearance at Quitman and came back 
to Skidmore on a train that arrived 
shortly after Funk had started. 
As 
he worked all that day it was know'n 
to have been impossible that he com­ 
mitted the deed. 
A year or two after this Mrs. Punk 
W'as married to .James Gibbs, of Skid­ 
more, and they still 
reside at that 
place. 
As indicated in the 
testimony 
at 
the trial of 
Ridge, 
some 
mystery 
seems to be connected 
with Funk. 
Since his return he talks freely, only 
he refuses to ex plain why he left so

sheet was the name “J. S. Ciiesney,” 
or “Cheney.” 
This letter was ix ist- 
marked Maryville, but the date was 
illegible. 
Hawkins had friends at that time, 
but they were reluctant to look very 
deeply into the matter, 
thinking it 
could not be he. W hether or not he 
was ever found is not known. 
In the meantime the January term 
of the Atchison county circuit court 
will convene Monday, the 2Tth. and 
the m atter of the skeleton will be 
resurrected 
and 
looked 
into. 
At 
least one other 
case 
when a man 
disappeared from tjie county and w'as 
supposed to have been murdered is 
being slightly discussed, and it may 
be that developments that will clear 
up the mystery will be made in Hie 
near future.

Rio .lanciro, Jan. 20.— It was Icarii-

Fniti'd Rtales battlesiiips now at an- 
ehor in the harlior, lint because of 
tlie activity of tlie Brazilian police it

broken uj) and tin' leaders in i( scat­ 
tered. 
Tlie conspiracy, while cenier- 
iiig in Rio Janeiro and Petro])oUs, has 
ramifications in San Panlo and Minas 
Cerac.'. 
An individual named Jean Fedlier, 
who resided in /Petropolic, was the 
chief conspirator here, althoug h it is 
understood 
that 
foreig n 
anarchists 
are deeply involved in the plot. 
Fed- 
her is helievea to have fled lo San 
Paulo, and ¡» olice who know him have 
lieon sent to that ])lace for the pur­ 
pose of apprelreiiv'ling him. 
One of tlie detectives. 
wlu> 
was 
well aciinainted with Fedlier, having 
served on the police force at Petvop- 
olis 
for some time, returned 
from 
that place today after having made 
investig ations there and held a long 
conference with the chief of police at 
Rio. 
The latter g ave it to be under­ 
stood later that the Sao Paulo police 
are on the track of tlie arch conspira­ 
tor and expect to arrest him soon. 
In an official note which the chief 
of iiolice sent to the correspondent of 
(he Associated Press, he says: 
“Some time before the arrival of 
the American fleet at Rio ,Tanei 
” 0 the 
Brazilian .g overnment received news 
from Washing ton and Paris (hat an­ 
archists of different nationalities in­ 
tended to damag e one or several of 
(lie ships of the American fleet. 
The 
names and addresses of the conspira­ 
tors were indicated 
by 
info niation 
which the police here had received 
previou^y from h^'rance and Germany. 
The police Of this district are w'ork- 
ing with the police of San Paulo and 
Minas Geraes, find I am sure every 
precaution will he exorcised and the 
most 
rig orous 
vig ilance 
observed 
l)oth on land and at sea to prevent 
any injury being doac.’’ 
Tlie chief of police, after hiiving 
made this official 
statement, 
said 
that he did not ieid he should g o any 
further into details with reg ard to the 
conspiracy, but 
lie 
authorized 
the 
statem ent that the plot w-as org anized 
by Fedher, and he added that the 
people of the United States 
could 
rest easy, as all of the consnirators 
had taken refug e in the interior. 
As yet the i>eo 3)le ^f Brazil are ig ­ 
norant of the details of the plot lo do 
injury to th'^ visitors, althoug h there 
has lieen some slig ht inkling of the 
matter.

exposure of this plot created here will 
be a profound one, because it is the 
first aiiarclvistic conspiracy that has 
ever been knowm in Brazil.

N a t­ 
urally tiie Administration, which has staked the 
succ'.'ss of its campaig n ag ainst th<‘ “trusts” n¡>on 
the result of its attack upon this company, en- 
deav« )rs to offset this iniliience, and henc€ ^ tlic 
new de 1i\erance «h* Commissioner .Smith. 
W e need hardly to ])oint out tliat his rebuttal 
airg imient is c;xlrenielv weak, althong li’as strong , 
no (lonht, as the ciremnstanct's would warrant, 
lie au''W'ers the poikts made hy Presid(’nt Mof- 
fet suiistantially as iollows: t i ) 'Phc Standard 
Oil C« nnnany had a tr.-iffie

tliat the only rate fled with the eoinmission hy 
this eoinpany was 6^^ cents from Dolton, and

So far from tlie Eastern Illinois 
fling its rate from Dolton in order to deceive 
the shi])per. it is the Commissioner of C orpora­ 
tions who either betrays his g ross ig norance of 
transportation customs in Chicag o territory or 
relies on the public ig norance « if these customs 
to deceive the public too apt to accept unrines- 
tioning ly every statement made iiy a Govcrn- 
nienl official as necessarily true, altlulug li, as in 
the present instance, a careful cxaifiination shows 
these statements to he false. 


The final point made by President Moffett that 
other commodities of a cbarneter similar to oil 
were carried at mucli lower rates than 18 cents, 
the Commissioner of Corporations discusses only 
with the rem ark that “the ‘reasonableness’ of 
this rate is not in q uestion. 
The q uestion is 
whether this rate constituted a discrimination 
as ag ainst other shippers of oil.’’ and he nUo 
niakcs iiuicli of the failure of President M oftef 
to produce before the g rand jury evidence of the 


ritory ha« l been g uilty. 
Considering the fact 
that lhe;c shippers inchulcd the packers an« ! 
elevai(» r men of Chicag o the action of the g rand 
jury in calling upon President ^MofTett to furnish 
« 'vidence of their wrong -doing may be inter­ 
preted as a « Icmand for an elaboration of tfic 
fd)vious; but tbe fact that a rate-book contain-« 
ing these freig ht rates for other shippers was 
offered in eviilcnce during the trial and ruled 
out hy Judg e Landis 
was kept rnit of sig ht. 
President Moffett would not, of course, accept 
the invitation of tlie g raml jury althoug h he 
mi.g ht have been pardoned if he had referred 
them to various official investig ations hy the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and other de ­ 
partments of tbe Government. 


We come back, therefore, to the conclusion of 
tbe whole matter, which is that the Standard' 
Oil Company of Tmliana was fined an amount 
(’(jiial to seven or eig ht times the value of 
entire i>roperty, because its traffic department 
did not verify the statement of the xAlton rate 
clerk, that the six cent commodity rate on oil 
had been properly fled with the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission. 
There is no evidence, and 
none was introduced at the triaK that ain- ship­ 
per "f oil from Chicag o territory had been inter 
fercil with by tbe eig btecn-ccnt rate nor that 
the failure of the Alton to file its six-cent rate 
had rcsnhed in any discrimination ag ainst any 
independent shipper,—wc mn.st take this on the 
word 1)f the Cotnmissioner of Corporations ami 
of Jndg (' T.aiidis. 
Neither is it denied even hy 
Mr. Smilji that the “independent” shipp<?r of oil, 
\vh< ni h“ p'ctnres as being driven out of business 
by ibis discrimination of the Alton, coubl have 
siiipped all the f)il he desired to ship from Whit-> 
ing via D'Jton over the lines of the Chicag o and 
Fastcrn Illinois to East Ft. Louis. 
In short, 
President Moffett’s defence is still g ood, and we 
predict will be so d^ a rc d.L y the hig her court.
